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PREFACE. 


IN  the  mutations  of  philology  the  public  is  left  without  a 
reliable  standard  in  compounding.  Among  the  great  pub¬ 
lishing  houses  it  is  rare  to  find  agreement.  They  use  Webster, 
Worcester,  and  some  a  mixture  of  both.  The  lexicographer 
has  yet  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  printer  in  this  respect ;  there¬ 
fore  compositors  and  proof-readers  are  embarrassed,  lose  valu¬ 
able  time,  and  expend  needless  labor,  to  the  detriment  of  the 
one  and  annoyance  of  the  other. 

When  Webster’s  International  appeared  it  was  thought 
solution  was  attained  ;  but  patient  investigation  and  practical 
experience  proved  it  illusory.  Instead  of  definiteness  there 
was  alternative. 

What  is  needed  is  positiveness.  Printers,  students,  and 
others  do  not  want  an  authority  to  give  choice  of  spelling  and 
compounding.  They  want  positiveness  in  these  particulars. 

To  meet  this  necessity  tjie  compiler  has  carefully  gone  through 
the  International,  and  herewith  presents  a  scheme  of  hyphen- 
izing  and  compounding  which  will,  he  believes,  prove  conven¬ 
ient  and  economical,  and  obviate  the  necessity  for  constant 
reference  to  that  dictionary.  E.  J.  R. 


EXPLANATION. 


In  this  Vocabulary  suffixes  preceded  by  a  hyphen  are  com¬ 
pound  words,  but  where  no  hyphen  is  used  the  suffix  will 
be  joined  to  the  prefix  as  a  single  word. 

Obsolete  words  are  not  given. 

Double  words  not  given  are  separated  by  a  space  unless  used 
as  compound  adjectives. 

The  letters  (a.)  or  (v.)  following  suffixes  mean  that  they 
are  separate  words  unless  used  as  adjectives  or  verbs. 

In  the  “Fishes,”  etc.,  at  end  of  Vocabulary  will  be  found  a 
list  of  fishes,  fishery  appliances,  etc.,  which,  to  avoid  useless 
repetition,  have  not  been  given  in  regular  order.  This  list  is 
the  one  authorized  by  the  U.  S.  Fish  Commission. 


The  following  simple  rule  for  compounding  words  not  found 
in  the  International  Dictionary  has  been  adopted  for  all  work 
done  in  the  Document  Room,  U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office : 

Where  two  words  are  used  to  express  one  idea,  the  first  word 
expressing  the  object  and  the  second  the  actor  or  action ,  use  the 
hyphen  (unless  given  in  this  book  as  a  single  word).  Ex¬ 
amples  :  Letter-carrier,  pile-driver,  proof-reader,  cotton-grower 
or  -growing,  stock-raiser,  gas-holder,  etc.

NOUNS  ENDING  IN  “  O.” 


We  often  find  errors  in  the  plural  of  nouns  ending  in  “  o.” 
To  avoid  this  bear  in  mind  the  following  general  rule  :  If  there 
is  a  consonant  before  the  plural  “  o  ”  the  plural  is  “  es,”  but  if  a 
vowel  precede  it  the  plural  is  formed  by  adding  only  the  “  s.” 
There  are,  however,  some  exceptions  to  this  rule,  and  they  are 
here  given,  as  follows  :

“  EI  ”  AND  “iE.” 

Many  persons  find  it  difficult  or  impossible  to  recollect  the 
relative  position  of  “  e  ”  and  “  i  ”  in  such  words  as  “  receive,” 
“  believe,”  etc.  If  they  will  bear  in  mind  the  following  rule,  it 
may  save  them  the  trouble  of  referring  to  a  dictionary  for  this 
point : 

When  the  derivative  noun  ends  in  “tion,”  the  verb  is 
spelled  with  “  ei,”  thus  : 

conception  conceive 

deception  deceive 

reception  receive 

But  when  the  noun  does  not  end  in  “tion,”  the  verb  is 
spelled  vrith  “  ie,”  as  : 

belief  believe 

An  old  printer  gives  the  following  rule  for  using  “ei  ”  and 
“  ie ,”  viz  :  bear  in  mind  the  word  “  lice  “  i  ”  follows  “  1  ”  and 
“  e  ”  follows  “  e,”  thus,  li-ce. 
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
